TRUSTING TO W. 



The Saltan Hoping Tliat Sonietliiui; 
May Turn Up to Believe 
Him. 



What Prince George's Flotilla Ac- 
compiislied— Improved Con- 
ditions iu Crete. 



Constantinople, Feb. 15. — There is a 
dispoBition in official circles here to bold 
the powers responsible for anything tliat 
miiy happen in Crete. The Sultan has 
been prevailed upon by the ambassadora 
to refrain from Bending reinforcements 
to Crete, and also been assured that the 
powers have decided not to permit tho 
landing of Greek troops in Crete. 

Tlie council of ministers, it is eemi-of- 
ficially announced, has decided that 
Turkey will remain pacific pending the 
eiforta of tbe powers to prevent 
direct Greek intervention in Crete, 
but it is further stated tluit 
if tlie powers are unsuccessfid the 
Tnrlciali government will be compelled 
to begin military oporationa on tiie 
Thesaalian frontier, or. in otlier wcrde, 
Turkey, will declare war against Greece 
and promptly invade tiia country. 

This decieion of tlie Porte lias Ijeen of- 
ficially coEutnunicated to the diflerent 
embassies. There is no doubt that the 
willingnesa of the Sultan to apparently 
bow to the will of the powers in the pre- 
sent crisis is largely due to the impover- 
ished state of the Turkish treasury. The 
situation is grave, and, aa^usual, the Sul- 
tan is calmly reckoninu on coming out 
ahead by trusting to the jealousiea of the 
powers and the atl vent of tbe unexpected. 

Canka, Feb. 35. — It is reported here 
that the Greek torpedo flotilla, com- 
manded by Prince George of Greece, suc- 
ceeded, in spite of the vigilance of for- 
eign warehips, in landing a quantity of 
arms, 800 ciiEcs of ammunition and 800 
casea of provi.siona. Tho Cretan inaur- 
geiitB are gathered in largo numbers on 
the hill tops at this place. It is also 
stated that the Greek warships 
intend landing a Greek company 
of artillery, • eighty Greek artil- 
lerymen and some guns. The Cretan 
insurgents, after proclaiming their inde- 
pendence ol Turkey and the union o'l 
Crete with Greece, Thursday, formed a 
proviBional government. The Cretans 
are now .in possession of a large part of 
tlie island'and are threatening important 
towns. The landing of bluejackets and 
murines from the foreiirn fleets ia con- 
templated. It ia reported that a Turkish 
ship which attempted to leave Heraklion 
to-day was forced to return by a Greek 
cruiser. 

ATiriiNs, Feb. 15. — The situation in 
Crete has somewhat improved. Desul- 
tory lighting is still rejiorted. It is stat- 
ed here that the insurgents are practic- 
ally in possession of the whole island 
except the largest towns. If this in the 
case, union ol Crete with Greece liavim: 
been proclaimed, the independence of 
Cretans from TtirkiaL rule is almost fait 
accompli, and it is difficult to see how 
the pre-existing order of things can be 
restored without joint action upon the 
part of the powers and the mili- 
tary occupation of Crete by for- 
eign fleets. In official circles hero this 
outcome is not believed to bo ))OEeible, 
and tjiere ia a disposition now to f|uielly 
allow events to take their natural course, 
the idea being that Crete is practically 
free and likely to remain so uiilees sub- 
dued by the powers. Therefore the 
question to bo discuaECii, it is said, is 
whether the powers will permit the 
Cretan insurgents to enjoy their inde- 
pendence and eventually ally themselves 
with Greece. 

The opinion expressed in ofTicinl cir- 
cles here is that nothing abort of a land- 
ing of blue jackets and marines from the 
foreign fleets will subdue the insurrec- 
tion, and it ie not believed that tbe 
powers can agree to take this step. 
Under these circMiiiiHtances, therefore, 
Greece feels jiiiuitied in the course she 
has adopted, even in the event of a con- 
Hifit with Turkey. 

Ti e town of Canea is said to be toler- 
ably (juiet, but from 4,000 to 5,000 in- 
surgents are near there awaitine rein- 
forcements. 

It is known that the Turkish ofHcials 
in Crete liave reportetl to tin; I'orto that 
it is absolutely impossible to pacify the 
island wilhcut a very large force of 
troops, and tbe occupation of every 
town, village and mountain stronghold 
in the country. The hatred which has 
always existed between the Mussulmniis 
and the Chriatiana has been fanned to 
fever heat by the recent collisions be- 
tween tho iniitirgents and the Turks, and 
this feeling hus been stil). further inten- 
sified by the jirochimation of the inde- 
pendence of Crete from Turkish rule and 
its union with the kingdom of Greece. 
CoiiUicta of a more or less eerioua nature 
are reiiorted from many jiarts of the 
island. 

Macedonia has organized large bodies 
of Albanian Ghegs, ready to invade 
Tbessaly and engage in guerilla warfare 
as a set-off to the Grecian-Macedonian 
movement. Whatever truth there is in 
this, it is certain there was unusual com- 
motion in military circles in Athens on 
Friday, 

A dispatch to the Times from Vienna 
says that tho powers have made represen- 
tationa to the Grecian government which 
are not likely to be misunderatood at Ath- 
ena, and which will not only check Greece 
and prevent that country from taking 
the law into its own hands, but which 
will aleo pacify tlio Sultan and prevent 
Turkish military action along tho Grecian 
frontier. 

A dispatch from Paris announcea that 
the second clnea cruiser Bueueaud and a 
French torpedo boat will leave Toulon 
Tuesday for Canea.

SOUTH AFRICAN COMMISSION. 

The Examination of Cecil Rhodes Takes 
Place To-day. 

London, Feb. 15.— The South African 

inquiry commiaaion at ita first meeting, 
just held, granted tbe application 
of Messrs. Cecil Rhodes, Alfred 
Best and Leonard Phillips to be re- 
resented by council, and it also decided 
to notify tho cable companies to 
destroy no copies of cable mes- 
sages between FJn^land and the 
Cape of Good Hope at the end of 1S95. 
It ia expected tliat the examination 
of Mr. Rliodea will take place on Tues- 
day. In this conjunction, the story of 
important documents showing tbe exist- 
ence of a dangerous intrigue be- 
tween the Transvaal and Ger- 
many, said to be in the pos- 
eeaaion of Mr. Ehodes, is revived. 
It was stated in Deiember last, when 
Mr. Rhodea country liouae, near Cape 
Town, was burned, that a desperate at- 
tempt had been made by Boor or other 
agenta to tliua destroy the imjiortantdoc- 
uiiients. Wlien this was aiiggestud to Mr. 
lUiodes, "who waa then in the field 
against the Mataljelos, he is reported to 
have; laughed and to have pointed to a 
black bag that be had with him, intim- 
ating tiiat the papers were safe. The 
mysterious black bag is said to liave 
been tho object of his continual solici- 
tude while on bis way to England re-; 
cently. 

DEEP WATBE WAYS. 

Proposed Amendment to the U. S. Sundry 
Civil Bin. 

Wasiii.vgton, Feb. 15. — Senator Davie, 
from the committee of commerce, has 
reported with favorable recommenda- 
tion an amendment to the sundry civil 
bill introduced by Senator Davis, mak- 
ing an appropriation for a deep water 
way between the great lakes and At- 
lantic tidewater. The amendment was 
amended so as to require an estimate of 
the coat of euch a canal as is required, as 
well as an examination and survev, so as 
to make .$100,000 of tho $150,000 'appro- 
priation immediately available, and to 
require that the work be done by a board 
of three army engineers. 



THE CliEEGY IN POIiiriCS. 

Declaration In Montreal by a Prominent Lo- 
cal Liberal. 

MoNTUKAL, Feb, 15.— (Special)— J. A. 
Briqnart, a prominent local Liberal, 
speaking before the members of the Le- 

tellier club, said the provincial contest 
which waa about to begin was a fight of 
the Canadian clertry against civil liberty 
in that province. When a priest preaches 
from the pulpit to remind ua of our re- 
ligioua duties, he went on, it is God who 
speaks and he must be obeyed, but if he 
speaks politics he ia no longer a man of 
God, but he becomes a politician, and 
we have the right to believe that our 
cause ia as good as the one which he de- 
fends.

It is expected that they 
will thia year furnish the C.P.R. with 
not less than 250,000. 

Suji". White, Assistant Supt. Niblock 
and JlnTcr Mechanic Cross, of tbe CP. 
K., passed throutih west on Tuesday in 
a private car cm their way to Revelatoko. 
It is reported that their visit has aoiue- 
thiiij! to do with the contemplated re- 
moval to Reveletokc of the C.P.R. shopa. 

The Anglo-Canadian Mining Co. have 
being doing extensive development work 
on their claims on Jubilee mountain and 
in the Ottertail district. 

Tho Toronto syndicate who purchased 
the International last fall for ,$10,000 
cash from the McMurdo estate will be- 
gin operations in the early apring. 

Several development companies are 
being organized for the purpose of ac- 
quiring and developing claims in East 
Kootenay during the coming aummer. 

Messrs. Moodio and Drainard have 
concludetl arrangements with a Van- 
couver syndicate for the development of 
the Sunday mineral claim near Otter- 
tail. We liope they will strike it rich. 

Tlie Bald Mountain Mining & Develop- 
ment Co. are at work on a group of 
claiina situate on Bald mountain, near 
Donald, and have run a tunnel in 100 fc. 
with satiafactory results. The company 
is composed of Calgary men, who are 
showing their faith in East Kootenay in 
a anbstantial manner. 

The bond held by Vancouver parties 
on the claims Giant and Hidden Treas- 
ure, owned by William McNeiah and 
Thomas Jones, of Golden, has been 
taken up and the first payment has 
been made thereunder. Thus some 
more good properties pass into the 
hands of the capitaliata wlio are getting 
fond of East Kootenay properties.

EFFECTS OF TBE FIRE. 



Expert Opinion on Restoration Work 
—Dominion Analyst lor British 
Columbia. 



Victoria, Vancouver and Eastern 
Railway— Incendiary Develoy- 
ments at Ottawa. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Feb. 15. — Hon. Mr. Tartehas 
brought up a building expert, Peter 
Lyall, of Montreal, to give liia opinion 
in regard to rebuilding the western 
block. Mr. Lyall says that to make tbe 
building thoroughly fireproof the wood- 
work from tlie basement to the attic 
will have to be taken out and ironwork 
substituted. To do t his work will take 
many montha, but the building could be 
restored to its former condition in six 
or eight weeks. 

Sir William VanHorne and Vice- 
President Sbaughneaay were hero on 
Saturday to object to a charter or aid be- 
ing given to the Victoria, Vancouverand 
Kastern syndicate. 

The British Columbia delegation saw 
Sir Henri Joly to-day to urge the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Lawson, of Toronto, to 
the position of public analyst for British 
Columbia. Tbe late government pro- 
posed to appoint Dr. Fagan, of Westmin- 
ster, but the Governor- General withheld 
his signature. 

The inland revenue department has 
issued orders that whiskey for export 
must bo put up in ■ cases branded 
" export," instead of steneilling these 
letters. In time past instances have 
arisen that exports of whiskey on which 
no excise duty was paid have been 
diverted to liotne consumption. 

An innocent little query from tho 
Ontario government on a matter of post- 
age followed by a constitutional opinion 
from Sir Oliver Mowat, has led to cut- 
ting' off tho franking privileges enjoyed 
by the provinces for some years. 

City postmasters have been advised 
that as soon aa the postal guidea for 1897 
are out, which will be in about ten days, 
that Uie law will be enforced in reference 
to the claesed of mail matter liitherto al- 
lowed free, which will have to pay post- 
age at the rate of one ' cent for: two 
ounces. The provincial secretaries of all 
the provinces have been apptieed of the 
opinion of the Minister of Jualice, and 
that franking privileges hereafter must 
be confined strictly within the limits 
laid down by the statute, viz : to peti- 
tions and adtlressea sent to the legisla- 
tures and to votes and proceed ines and 
other papers printed by order of such 
legislatures. 

Extraordinary incendiary develop- 
ments occurred here to-day on tlirt e oc- 
casions, the fire brigade being called out 
by private alarms to the Harmon soliool, 
a young ladies peminary, which baa a 
large number of boarders. Tbe first 
alarm was at 10 o'clock last night in the 
basement of the building, which was 
tjuickly extinguished. Then at 1 :80 a.m. 
tho brigade was summoned for a fire in 
tbe clasB room. One of the girla was sus- 
pected and at 3 o'clock this afternoon 
Miss Harmon sent her home. Half an 
hour later there was a second fire in one 
of the class rooms. Fortunately in each 
oaee the damage waa light. To-night aa 
a matter of precaution all the girla aro 
sleeping away from the building. 



ST. BONIFACE BY-ELECTION. 

Archbishop Langevin Calls on All Catholics 
to Vote Against the Liberal 
Candidate. 

Wi.vNifi:.;, Feb. 15.— (Special) —The 
by-election for tho local houae oj^ened in 
eirnest and ia becoming exciting. Mr. 
Brodeur, M.P., deputy speaker of the 
House of Commons, attempted to speak 
on behalf of tho Liberal candidate on 
.Saturday but was carried bodily from 
the platform by ))eople, who said they 
did not want any traitors from Quebec 
to nddreaa them. 

Yesterday morning Archbishop Lange- 
vin called on all true GatholicB to vote 
airaiust the Greenway candidate. 

Mr. Brodeur will be in St. Boniface 
during the campaign and another M.P. 
will probably arrive on Wednesday to 
assist the Liberals, who, however, have 
a poor show for election. 

In the bonspiel finals to-day Knight, 
of Brandon, defeated Dunbar, of Win- 
nipeg, in the Walkerville contest ; D. 
McArthur, Wiunijieg, defeated McCJar- 
tliy, of Regina, in the International ; Ro- 
chon, Fort William, defeated J. W. 
Smith, llegina, in the Gait contest. 

TRADE IN CANADA. 

No Considerable Changes Apparent— Spring 
Prospects Hopeful— Several Uls- 
qoleting ' Failures. 

New York, Feb. 14.— E. G.-Dun & Co., 
in their last weekly review, say of Can- 
adian trade: " No considerable change 
appears, but orders for spring delivery 
in dry goods and hardware are fairly 
numerous at Toronto, and the outlook is ' 
considered better. At Winnijieg trade 
is but quiet, and collections are only 
fairly good. Montreal quotes no import- 
ant increase, and business is but moder- 
ate, with collections alow. At 
Quebec tho diatribution of mer- 
chandise has been fair in most 
linea and a slight improvement ia re- 
ported in collections. Wholesale trade 
at St. John, N.B., is fair for the season, 
but retail trade is very dull. The pros- 
pects for the spring trade are conaidered 
hopeful, though, several failures during 
the week are disquieting. Vancouver 
reports a fair amount of business with 
no change in the general jobbing trade 
and collections not yet satisfactory, A 
number of veasela have arrived there to 
lo.a(I lumber. Victoria reporta trade 
quiet, both wholesale and retail, with 
I .fair collections."

Bush to Alaska Commences— United 
' States fiehring Sea f atrol 
Fleet. 



Ko more disagreeable day than yester- 
day eould have been imagined for bring- 
ing a big ocean liner to the outer wharf, 
yet the Northern Pacific eteamship 
Olympia doeked with aa little difficulty 
as though it was a wharf in the upper 
part of the harbor at which she was 
berthing. She came in at 2 in the ailer- 
soon from the qaara,ntine atation, where 
Bhe arrived early' in the day after 'a com- 
paratively emooth voyage from Cliina 
and Japan. She had a good number of 
i^siatic passengers aboard, including 52 
Oliineeo and 37 Japanese for Victoria, 
and these with all their belongings were 
sent ashore for hatha and fumigation be- 
fore the vessel came on to port. They 
all hail from either Hongkong or Yoko- 
kamn and have not, therefore, been 
BO i^reatly oxpoeed to smallpox con- 
tagion as' if they had come from any 
other port en route. The steamer 
left Hongkong January 19; Kobe, Janu- 
ary 28; and Yokohama, January SO. 
She had strong northeast wind and head 
seas down the Cliiueso coast and through 
the Japan Btream; tlienco a euccossion 
of heavy southeast to west northwest 
galea with high confused seas aud heavy 
enow wiia encountered to tne meridian, 
Vfhich was crossed February 7 in 49® N. 
latitude. Strong westerly winds with 
heavy westerly sea were experienced 
daring the remainder of the trip, and 
Cape Flattery was passed at 9 p.m. on 
Saaday, in thick weather with' heavy 
TAin. Only one saloon passenger arrived 
on the ' ship, F. M. Jonas, a well known 
naturalist, who is on his way to London. 
Tfie ship's cargo for Victoria amounted 
to 400 tons of general freight, composed 
largely of rice, and in addition there was 
landed here 150 tons consigned to San 
Francisco. A new purser succeeds Mr. 
Gait aboard the Olymoia in the person 
of Mr. Chains, who joined the vessel at 
Hongkong. 

A DEFKCTIVK NAVV. 

A telegram from Washington says : 
•' Sensation lias been caused by the re- 
port made to the navy department by 
tlie specially appointed experts, is that 
many of r ln' new vessels of the American 
navy aro unlit to go to sea. Tbeexperts 
are credited with asserting that six 
battleships, twelve cruisers, seven gun- 
boats, and two torpedo boats are unsafe. 
Changes have been ordered to be made 
immediately, which will codt millions 
of dollars. It is said that the rams 
are defective, that the torpedo tubes 
located in the bows endanger the 
safety of tlie vessels, that the tubes 
• ai e too near the rams, and that if ram- 
mi be done the tubes will be smashed 
ai d the torpedoes therein exploded. It 
is said tiiat vease'a going at high speed 
and discharcini; their torpedoes would 
overtake iho latter before they could 
Btriki the enemy, thereby endangering 
the uselved and running the risk of be- 
ing blown up by their own torpedoes. 
Tlie torpedo tubes themselves have been 
found to be brittle. In time of action 
the ships would fight bow on, 
and the attem()t to discharge a torpedo 
would ba disastrous to the ship 
that made it. The tabes not only 
weaken the ramming newer, but make 
it dangerous to ram,aa the concussion 
might explode the torpedo m the tube. 
One of the oliicera in charge of the navy 
yard, inlerviewel relative to the alleged 
report and the changes being made. 
Haul: "The how tori)edo outfits are 
Ixjing removed from every ship in the 
n u'v, anil we are now taking them from 
the battleatii[) M.issachusolts. We are 
unable to estimate the cost of all the al- 
terations, but they will amount to some 
millions of dollars, and will require over 
a year to complete." 

A lifhll TO ALASKA. 

Indicatiom point to another rush to 
Alaska this year, the disappointment of 
the thousan ls who returned from there 
last summer having had apparentiv no 
effect on the crowds who noiv seem bent 
on the trip. Lust Sunday the steamer 
City of Topeka was in port on her wny 
north, loaded beyond her caoin accom- 
modations. Some of her paasengerB 
found sleeping room only on tables, 
chairs, etc., in the cabin. Nearly a dozen 
passengers em barked here and the major- 
ity of tlisse, as also those aboad, 
were young aud middle-aged men, in- 
tent on prospecting or aiding to develop 
Bjnie nulling properties. The Al-ki, 
which sailed prcviouH to tlie 'fopeka, was 
similarly conditioned in regard to pas- 
senger space, and both vcbhoIh also c;ir- 
ried all the freight they had capacity for. 
It is yet early in the season for the Alas- 
kan '■ boom " to commence, hut from the 
manner in which those vessels were 
packed it seems as if it had truly started. 
iii;iiiii.N'G hi:a patrol. 

Information has been received from 
Washington that during the coming sea- 
son the Behring sea patrol will consist 
of but three cutterB, instead of six or 
seven, aa in the past few years. They 
u-ilihe the cutters Rush, Grant ami 
Perry. This year the Bear will take no 
part' in the patrol, her detail being to 
look after the supply provisions to the 
-whaling and reindeer stations in the 
Arctic. Ouiialaska, it is understood, 
will be the home port of the fleet while 
in the north, all cruises being directed 
irom there.

A CHANGE IN THE ESTIMATE. 

Sctjool Trustees Meet the Request of the 
City Council by Dropping One Mem- 
ber of tlie High School Staff. 

The board of public school trustees at 
a special afternoon meeting yesterday, 
took into consideration a request from 

the city fathers that they reduce in some 
way the estimate for teachers' salaries 
during the current year — and complied 
to the extent of !fl,d05. This saving was 
eiPected by cutting off two-thirds ot the 
original estimate for " salary contingen 
cies," making the amount under this 
head $600 instead of $1,500; dispensing 
with the services of one of the assistant 
masters at the High school ; a.nd, as a 
measure of compensation for the e.^tra 
work thereby devolving upon them, in- 
creasing the salaries of each of the other 
assistants at this school by $5 per month. 
The original salary estimate for 1897 was 
.$38,190; it now stands at $30,825. 

Yesterday's meeting was opened with 
the reading of a formal communication 
from City Clerk Dowler, accompanying 
a report irom the municipal finance com- 
mittee, embodying the recommendation 
that " Whereas, the estimated value of 
assessable real estate for the current 
year in the city of Victoria will, in our 
opinion, be less than last year; and 
whereas, the report of the estimated ex- 
penditure of the school board shows 
a marked increase in the teachers' 
salaries for the present year; and where- 
as, the employes of the city have an 
equal'claim for an increase of wages ; 
therefore, we recommend that a resolu- 
tion be passed that in the opinion of this 
council the revenue for the current year 
does not warrant any such increase, and 
this hoard respectfully request the board 
of school trustees to reconsider their de- 
cision, and report at aa early a date as 
possiule." 

" We must do our best to husband the 
resources of the city," said Chairman 
Ilayward, aud the board at once gave 
itself to consideration jof how this might 
best be done. The (irst resolution was 
presented by Trustee Yates, found a 
seconder in Trustee Eelyea, aud was in 
effect that the entire qnestion of the es- 
timate for teachers' salaries dnrinir 1897 
be reconsidered. There was a division on 
this, and the vote standing 3 to 3, the 
chair decided the matter affirmatively. 

Then the mover and seconder of tins 
preliminary motion exchanged places, 
Trustee Belyea proposing and Trustee 
Yates aeconding, " That the item of 
' contingeiic;ies, $1,500,' in the salary list 
he eliminated." The others of the board 
thought that this would be going too far, 
and as a compromise Trustees Hall and 
Mre. Grant sugeested that the estimate 
he reduced to $500, it being so decided 
on a vote of 4 to 2 division, after an 
amendment in favor of a reduction to 
$1,000 had failed to fine a seconder. 

The next move was in the direction of 
increase rather than decrease, "Trustee 
MsMicking proposing that the salaries 
of the assistant teachers at the High 
school he placed at$!)0 per month — tliis 
was a motion, ho explained, that he had 
inteniled j)resontiiig at the last regular 
meeting, but liad overlooked. Higli 
school teachers, whose qualifications 
were reeiuired to be much higher than 
those ot any of the public school princi- 
nals, should certainly liave as much sal- 
ary as these members of the stall'. 

With this argument Trustee Yates 
agreed— he thought, however, that the 
equalization might be more advantage- 
ously effected by reducing the principals 
to the level of the High school assistants 
than by increasing the salaries of the 
latter. 

Trustee Hall saw a better method still 
of meeting the difKculty. lie moved 
that the number of assistant teachers at 
the High school be reduced to two, the 
services of Mr. J. N. Muir being dis- 
pensed with. 

It was parenthetically explained that 
Mr, Muir was no longer necessary to the 
school— that in fact there was consider- 
able complaint in regard to liim, and in 
any event he cotild well be spared. 

Only Trustee McMicking opposed the 
resolution, pointing out that at the be- 
ginning of last year the board were seized 
with the itching to economize, although 
as the year iadvanced it was plainly 
demonstrated that'the^policy Tyae a 'fool- 
ish and disadvantageous one. Ho ad- 
vised his fellow-trustees to profit by past 
experience, nor imperil the usefulness of 
the High school by shortening the staff 
unnecessarily. 

"It would'n't hurt the High school 
much to discbarge them all," philo- 
bimhically observed. Trustee Belyea. 
"That's my personal opinion in "the 
nnilt(!r." ' ■' : 

The voto was then taken on Trustee 
Hall's resolution, and only Trustee •..Mc- 
Micking voted a " nay."

later, however, and moved, with Trustee 
Hall aa seconder, that the salaries of the 
two- aasistanta at the High school be 
placed at $1,080 per;iannain — the same 
aa principals of the graded schools. 

In amendment Trustees Belyea and 
Yatea moved that the ealariea of the

— the other method of equalizing it. 

The original motion prevailed. 

" I now move that the other salariea 
remain aa eatimated," said Trustee Mc- 
Micking. 

" Seconded," aaid Mra. Grant. 

" And I will try again to get back to 
thy principle we started out with," said 
TruHtee Yates. '• I move that tlie salar- 
iea cf all teachers under the rank of drat 
assistants be ^(iOO a year, and the con- 
tingent fund be made sufficient to re- 
tain the beat teacliers by giv- 
ing them supplementary grants. 
We all know that there arc 
a number of teachers on our staff that 
should be dismisaed for the advantage of 
the schools.

A Steamer Frozen In— Another Chin- 
686, Murder— From the Chilcoten 
Cattle Range. 



(Special to the Gomnist,) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouveu, Feb. 14.— J., \V. Haskins, 
managei of the Orphan Hoy, says that 
in eleven years of active prospecting 
work he has staked out over 250 propo- 
sitions and some of them are the most 
prominent claims in the i)rovinee. He 
claims to have staked the first qunitz 
claim ever recorded in British Columbia 
— namely, the Monarch mine at Field — 
which was afterwards lost to him in a 
lawsuit. Since then there has been 
$100,000 worth of work done on tho mine. 
He was tho first to locate claims in the 
Lardeau and Duncan, luiviiiK located 40 
claims in the Lardortu district alone. 
The best work that ho had done, how- 
ever, ho claimed to have been in the 
Big Bend country, whure some CO quartz 
claims have been located by him. There 
are also many placer claims being work- 
ed, peihapsthe most successful of them 
beinK the Oonsolidated French Greek 
Co., oiieratingon McOallough creek, and 
averaging an output of $10 a day to the 
man, and this average has been kept up 
for a great many years, and the end is 
not yet. The Columbia hydraulic com- 
pany are also drifting on French creek 
with great success, and if'2,850 has been 
so far taken from French creek from a 
patch not more than three-quarters of a 
mile lonR. Chicago and Seattle firms are 
getting in machinery for their claims on 
French and McCullough creeks. Besides 
these a large number of smaller claims 
are also being worked along th-i numer- 
ous streams. There are also over forty 
leases in the country. Ten quartz claims 
staked by Mr. Haskins have recently 
been bonded by a Seattle syndicate, who 
purchased them from Vancouver 
owners. 

It has often been said that mines in 
the Big Bend country could not be 
worked, owing to the expense of trans- 
portation. This, says Mr. Haskins, is a 
fallacy. A steamer could ply eight 
months in the year within eighteen miles 
of the principal camps, and call at num- 
erous smaller camps all along the route. 
Machinery can be carried to the Orphan 
Boy— Mr. Haskin's unne— by going^ up 
the Columbia to the mouth of the Gold 
Stream, within eight miles of the mine. 
The government intends in the spring to 
build a new trail from tho mouth of the 
Gold Stream to the camps on McCul- 
lough anti French creeks. Heretofore a 
large hill called "the Devil's garden" 
had to be travelled. The new trail 
would shorten the route. The ore is 
all free milling, and after a mill is 
erected, coBting $3,000 or $3,000, the 
actual cost of extracting the bnllion, ex- 
clusive of mining, is about 00 cents a 
ton, abundance of water being handy for 
water power. Mr. Haskins said that 
since 188rf he had been trying to demon- 
stra'e lliat the Big Bend country was 
Hui'inti tiie best mining sections in the 
province. For a long time he was about 
the (inly one who thought so; bat lie is 
makinj^ couverls very fast now, and 
scarcely a day passes that some iie>v deal 
is nor under negotiation or a mine chum 
transferred, Mr. Ferguson, M.li;., per- 
haps being the lati'st to interest large 
English capital in tlie ciinip. 

City Cl.srk McGuigim is inviting tend- 
ers for 1 lie site of a Ui ill slied. 

The. local stock market is still very 
dull. Golden Cache is yet the most 
active stock. Two Friends is held for 
35 cents. These two stocks are practi- 
cally all that are changing hands. 

The annual report of the Orphan's 
Home allowed that 41 children had been 
admitted to the home during the past 
year and 19 discharged, leaving at pre- 
fiont 28 in the home ; tlie oldest child is 
l;! years and the youngest eight months 
old. There had been no deaths daring 
the year. Mias Penhale's management 
of the home has been reported as very 
satisfactory. The home is in a sound 
financial condition, having a balance on 
hand of $77.08. 

WESTMINSTER. 

WESTMiNSTKit, Feb. 15.— G. W. Henry 
has been elected manager of tho B. C. 
Fruit Exchange, and Mr. T. R. Pearson 
secretary. 

There was a small attend.mce at the 
B. C. farmers' convention, though con- 
siderable business was done. H. T. 
Thrift, of Surrey, was elected president; 
W. H, Hayward, Macintosh, vice-presi- 
dent, and a committee was appointed to 
revise the by-laws. In Mr. Hay ward's 
address that gentleman stated that the 
farmers on the Island were much inter- 
ested in the convention and were with 
them hojirt and soul. The slim attend- 
ance was not due to lack of interest, but 
to tho inconvenience many of them 
would bo i)iit to in attending. 

During the last year cases were re- 
ceived in the Woman's hospital, 13 of 
them being operation cases. Much char- 
itable work was done by tho institution. 
Miss Phair, formerly of Toronto, a thor- 
oughly competent nurse, is in charge. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Feb. 15.— Saturday a gang of 

miners entered the west level of the 
longwall workings of the Union colliery 
and on reaching a point where the roof 
is higher than in the surrounding slope 
owing to a fault crossing at that point, 
were received by a violent explosion of 
gas ignited by their naked pit lamp 
Those who were injured were Mr 
Thompson, overman of tho mine, and 
another white man, both badly burned, 
and a Chinaman who had his arm bro- 
ken by a falling piece nf rock. None of 
the injuries are seriouH and all are doing 
well. 

After a short ilhiess of only ten days, 
Mr. Frank Howbottom,.proprietor of the 
Union bakery, an old and respected citi- 
zen of this city for many years, passed 
away at 10 o'clock on Friday night, Mr. 
Bowboltom had been suffering from in- 
flammatory rheumatism, which during 
The last few days has been accompanied 
by a high fever and affection of the 
heart. He was 50 years of age and leaves 
a wife, three daughters and five sons to 
mourn their great loss. Deceased has 
also two brothers living here, Mesfrs.

KAMLOOPS. 

{From the Iiiluiul Seutiuol.l 

Merchants at Alkali lake complain of 
a very light trade in furs, although fur- 
bearing animiils seem to bo more plenti- 
ful than ever. The Indians this winter 
are unwilline to trap. 

Jack Hepburn has arrived to com- 
mence work on the Gold Cup mineral 
claim on Sugar Loaf mountain. 

In spite of the weather the prospectors 
are busy all aroiind the hills, ^ and 
twenty-tw,-o fresh claims were recorded 
during the week. ■ ' ■ 

Messrs. Cook and Armstrong, of Tor- 
onto, interested in 'the company operat- 
ing the Iron Mask,, were, in town this 
week. They are pleased with the {ooks 
of things on Coal Hill. A rumor was 
current during the early part of the 
week tliat an od'er of ,^25,000 had been 
made for the Iron Mask, but Mr. W. T. 
Newman denied all knowledge of such 
an ofler. 

The extreme dry weather of 1S9G na- 
turally loft the Chilcoten cattle ranges in 
a barren state, stock was poor^at the 
early approach of winter, and last of all, 
such a sudden, " snappy " change in the 
weather, lasting many days, was a severe 
shock on stock. The loss, however, is 
not 80 far great, but authentic reports 
state that a big loss on cattle is expected 
ere spring opens up. There is every in- 
dication of an early sprine. 

Mr. C. H. Olson, of Tacoma, was up a 
few days ago, accompanied by Mr. J. 
Patterson, of New Westminster. The 
object is to build a dredger near 
the junction of the Chiicotin river. 
This particular place has been long 
known to miners as being very rich, and 
has been more than once tested by wing 
dams, etc. Operations will commence 
on or about Jlarch 1. It will require 
some 30,000 feet of lumber to construct 
the scow. There have been at least 
twenty-five Chinese rocking in this vi- 
cinity, all apparently making a few dol- 
lars, as some 26,000 pounds of freight 
were shipped up along the river early 
last fall. Far up into the headwaters of 
the Chiicotin is a vast country that has 
never been thoroughly prospected. This 
region has every appearance of a gold- 
bearing surface and of the existence of 
quartz as well. 

REVELSTOKE. I 

(From the Kootonaf trull.) 
The concentrator at Laurie is fast 
nearing completion under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Abeling, and will be in 

good running order by April 1. 

Hugh McPiierson, of the Great North- 
ern, at Truut L^k(i, is steadily sorting 
and jmcking ore, and will keep on ship- 
ping while cowhiding lasts. Craig and 
Hiliman, who have the contract for 
freighting this ore, have about 40 tons 
to tho Landing. The cost of getting 
Great Northern ore down from the mine 
to Arrowliead is about ifl5 a ton and 
from there to Nelson $2.50. 

CARIBOO. 
(From the B.C. MlnlnK Journal.) 
It is reported that ah Eastern com- 
pany has taken a bond on the Blackwa- 
ter, owned by Miller and Bressler, and 
that they will commence work as soon as 
possible. 

A few itaen are steadily working at the 
Law claim and the tunnel is now carried 
about 160 feet into the hill side. It is 
expected that in the early spring the 
force will be largely augmented.

The Occidental claim, owned by Per- 
kins and Bowron, is to bo developed 
this spring, Mr. Baker, of the Cotton- 
wood claim, having decided to investi- 
gate its possibilities. 

The steamer Charlotte is being lifted 
from her bed of ice. D. McCaakill is 
superintending the construction of ways 
and means of hauling her on to terra 
Urma, and it is hoped that a few days 
more will find her raised beyond the 
possibility of danger. 

News of another Chinese case comes 
from down the Fraaer a few inilea below 
Aslicroft.

Mr. Mitchell had some line 
samples of rock that he was sending to 
his company's headiiuartors at l^ondou, 
England. The (juarlz or ore was a cop- 
jier-silver ore, carrying about 50 ounces 
silver and 15 per cent, copper. Mr. 
Mitchell informs us that ho has about 
800 feet of shafting and tunneling on the 
claim, and that tho ledge on which the 
principal work is being done is 20 feet or 
more wide and is ininerali/.ed all through 
but not suflSciently to as yet pay lor con- 
centration.

GREAT COPPER FIND. 

A Remarkable Discovery Nenr the Boundary 
Line. 

(From tho Spokane Chronicle.) 

Paul Gaston, tho well known mining 
man, returned from a month's trip to 
Victoria and other British Columbia 
points yesterday, bringing back with 
liim the evidences of what is regarded as 
the greatest copper discovery ever known 
in any Roiiiitry. The evidence ot the 
lind consisted of a eiiuk of about 150 
ponnila of oro which ia unquestionably 
tho richest copper bearing rock that has 
ever been brought to this city, and min- 
ing men who have seen the samples state 
without reservation that it carries more 
native copper thin any previous discov- 
ery ever made. .- . t; . 

If the evidence of the find is to be be- 
lieved, and there is little reason to dout)t 
it, the new discovery is destined to rival 
the great Hutte and Anaconda copper 
camps., for according to Mr. Uaston's 
vursiou there are immense bodies of this 



rich ore, from which the sample ho has 
with him were taken. A pleasint; feature 
of the new discovery, if true as reported, 
is that it will open up another largo 
mining district tributary to Sjiokano end 
at the same time add fame to it as a great 
mining centre. 

Tlie exact location of the discovery ia 
not definitely known, for the reason that 
Mr. Gaston declined to give up this 
secret for the present, or until he has 
made secure his holdings in the rich 
lind ; but he stated to » reporter that 
the new district extends from near the 
northern boundary of Okanogan county 
across the line into British Columbia, 
Ah the northern boundary uf Okanogan 
e.Kteiuis a great many miles, the descrip- 
tion of its location ia rather indetlnitB, 
but nothing more satisfactory would Mr. 
(iastoii divulge until Ilia return from a 
second visit to the discovery, when he 
said he would have no hesitancy in re- 
vealing the exact location of the im- 
mense copper ledge. 

Among' the samples brought to the 
city by Mr. Gaston was one specimon of 
pure native copper as large as a man's 
fist. All the other samples showed the 
rock was fairly seamed with the bright 
metal. So rich was it that some who 
examined tiie specimen declared that It 
was simply matte tliat had been run 
through a smelter. To ascertain if this 
was true tlie reporter picked up a piece 
of the rock from the pile of siimpleB and 
took it to C. M. I'asset, the well known 
a.-:Bayer, who, atler a brief inspection, 
unhesitatingly pronounced it the virgin 
ore as taken froin tho ground. , 

" I have jnat bunded fourteen new 
chtimsinthe new district," said Mr. 
(iaston, " and expect to bond some ad- 
ditional claims. When I have safely ae- 
cureil them I will then give you the 
location of the new camp, which in jny 
estimation is destined to become a sec- 
ond Butte and Anaconda. This ore is 
contained in an immense body that is 
well nigh inexhaustible. The ledge, 
wliich ia well defined for a distance of 
several miles, runs from twelve to forty 
feet in width on tho surface and ex- 
tends Irom tho norlliern bouiuiary iu 
Okanagan county across the linn 
into British Columbia. Assays which 
I liad made from tlio rock at Vicloniv 
showed returns of from ten to ninety 
per cent, copjier, ^li to iflO in gold, witli 
just a trace of silver. At Seattle I gave 
a friend a sample of pure native copper 
weighing about seventy-live pounds, 
just as it came from the ledge. On mv 
next trip up there I shall bring back 
with me several hundred pounds of the 
rock." 

A large number of mining men visited 
Mr. Gaston's rooms yesterday and to- 
day to iiiapect the rock and learn the 
parlicuhire of tlie new district. Every- 
one wlio came np carried away a sample 
with him until now Mr. Gaston liaa but 
very littlt; left of the 1,'30 pounds o( ore 
ho brought with hiin. Tho discovery has 
created great excitement and no doubt 
wlien the exact location of tho new dis- 
trict becomes known a rush will be inudo 
for loeation&. '

Yet wo have been 
told, and will probably be told again, 
that in view of the intention of the gov- 
ernment to provide for the construction 
of this lailway, Sritiah Oolumbia ought 
nob- to aak anything more at present. 
We do not say that this position has 
been taken by the government, for aa far 
as we know it baa not been; but we do 
say that the people of this province, and 
the government representing them, have 
no occasion to hesitate about makins a 
bold demand for aid to railway conatrac- 
tion. TVe have some reason to believe 
that such a demand will receive prompt 
attention. 



OUR CLAIMS ON THE DOMINION. 

At a meeting of the Chignecto Ship 
Kiiilway Company held in London hope 
was expressed that the Dominion gov- 
eriiiuent would shortly restore the sub- 
Bidy of $170,000, which was promised to 
the company for twenty years and be- 
came forfait through the failure of' the 
company to carry out its 'part of the 
agreetnent. According to the report of 
the meeting,' in the London Times the 
company's ac;eiit, who had just returned 
from Ciinada, said that they held a prom- 
ise from the lato government to restore 
the subsidy if it was made clear that the 
company was in a position to carry on 
its work. The agent said that "from 
what he could hear of the present 
premiei " the subsidy would be re- 
Btoro I. AVo refer to tlio matter to point 
out that the amount of tho subsidy, 
$170,000 a year for twenty years, would 
pity the interest at 3 per' cent, 
upon nearly ^(3,000,000, and that if 
such a grant were given in aid of rail- 
ways in British Oolumbia it would en- 
sure tiie eonstniclion of many miles of 
ruad. IVe arc not. oi)jectiiig to the ex- 
tension of ihiH aid to the Chignecto 
Sliip Railway. Tlie merits of that pro- 
ject were fully dist;u6at;d at the time the 
parliamentary vote was made. There 
always was n difTereuce of opinion as to 
the value of the uridertakinE, but the 
j,'uvernment steined to bo satisfied that 
it w.ifl a work for llui ailvantage of Can- 
aJii, and included the amount asked for 
i;i the eiiarsea n poll llie revenue. Tho 
point wo wish to iiiaki! is that the INIari- 
time Provinces were never deterred. 
When thoy approached the government 
with a demand for assistance, by any 
considerations of raodesty. A hundred 
and seventy llioiisand dollars a year for 
twenty years for a ahip i-ailway 
of doubtful \aluo was certainly 
not a limid request, and its con- 
cession certainly cannot bo said to 
have indicated anything like a niggard- 
ly disposition ou the part of parliament 
or the government. British Columbia 
might well take a leaf out of tho book of 
her Eastern sisters in this jjarticular. 
The construction of tho yliip railway 
iiii.'ht prove to be of very coii.sidenible 
service to a certain class of shipping, but 
it would add very little to the popula- 
tion of the country, would open no new 
territory to settlement, would not facili- 
tate the development of any new re- 
sources. It was not clniined that by tho 
expunditiiro of thia va.staum the revenue 
of the Dominion would be increased. 
The application was made .'^iniply on the 
ground that the railway would be a con- 
venience to navigation, 

it ia not necessary to repeat that tho 
assistance which British Colnmbia aska 
from Canada is for works of a diflerent 
class. We aak for aid for railways; but 
we are able to point out that every mile 
of road constructed for the purpose of 
opening new sections of thia })rovince 
means not only that facilities for the in- 
veatment of capital will be provided and 
that colonization will keep pace with 
railway coiistruction, but that the direct 
result to tho revenue of the Dominion 
will undoubtedly inoi-u than balance the 
idiarges entailed by il. Moro than ^ilJIii- 
OOO were collected lii duiioa at the port 
of Nelaon in January. The returns for 
the rest of the year will greatly exceed 
this amount. Wo probably iitulerstale 
the case when we .s:'.y thlit Kooleiuiy will 
]j;iy the Doiiiiuion, tlin.'i'tly and indj. 
jcjlly, in eustoiiiH and e.'icide mure (ban 
;i million dollar.') in bS'.l7. U iiunil lit- 
«-.<)iicede(l that what hu.i been <|ij!ie 
in Kootcnay can bo repeated in 
B.veral parts of tlio province. 



DR. SELWYN'S BREAK. 

Our Montreal exohari^es contain full 

reports of the meeting of the Federated 
Canadian Mining luslituto at which Dr. 
Sehvyn made his telegraphed statement 
about Canada as a mining field. The 
telegraphic synopeis of hia remarks 
hardly did him justice. He had been 
reviewing the whole Canadian mineral 
retrion, and concluded by saying that ho 
considered it a fallacy to hold that the 
Dominion is exceptionally rich as a 
mining country. Later ho said: 
" With money and ontorpriso I 
think it will ultimately develop 
into a good mining country." He 
doubted, however, if it would ever equal 
us a gold producer the smallest Austra- 
lian prt)vince. Dr. Dawson waa at the 
same meeting. Ho said that in speaking 
of mining in Canada some distinctions 
should be maile; but in regard to thia 
province he remarked: "Without any 
doubt British Columbia is the greatest 
hope of the country in regard to mineral 
wealth. It was precisely analogous to 
the belt to tho south, which, excluding 
coal, waa producing nine-tenths of all the 
precious minerals in the United 
States. There is a magnilicont mining 
future before British Columbia." 
Professor Hurdman spoke of British 
Columbia. He was especially compli- 
mentary in his references to the country 
of which Fort Steele is the centre, say- 
ing that he believed it would be one of 
our greatest producing districts. " Give 
the province time to grow," he said, 
" kill tho boom, let the country have a 
chance to lire legitimately and there is 
no doubt that British Colnmbia will be 
the brightest jewel in the crown of tbe 
Dominion." Dr. Dawson remarked that 
Prof. Hflrdman's observations went far 
to justify theconlidence that waa felt in 
mining in thia province, and thia brought 
Dr. Selwyn to his feet with the remark 
that tlie professor's views were the same 
as he h ad advanced in 1885. When the 
lirst report of Dr. Selwyn's remarks were 
published we took occasion to express a 
doubt whether it represented his true 
views, and the lull aynopsia of the pro- 
ceedings of the meeting at whiidi they 
were made fully bears out thia idea.

It may ho 
that the hint thrown out by the Attor 
iiey-Geiieral was but a hint— a feeler a 
it were — to teat the fienso of the Absoiu- 
bly. Wo can assure him and his col- 
leagues that from whatever standpoint 
viewed the action suggested would be 
not only dangerous, but illegal. — Van- 
couver World. 

FOK A NEW .MINING DISTniCT.

Forks, to tho position of mining recorder 
at that point, should a record office be 
established there in the near future.

HIGHWAYS XEEDKD.

Indeed, the ex- 
tension of railways will effect but little 
if the wagon roads throughout the prov 
ince aro not improved and new ones 
built so as to enable the farmer and 
stockman to reach the railways.

• LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 

The " clerical error " in regard to tl o 
B. C. Southern legislation Is to be 
amended by a short Act. Speaking oi 
clerical errors recallei.\ an obflorvatioa of 
the Master of tho Rolls in New Bruns- 
wick. A lawyer discussing a statute be- 
fore him said that ho knew the provision 
under consideration waa marred by " a 
clerical error.'^ - ''A'clerioal error 1 " said 
the Master, a judge' of ,- the old echool. 
"A clerical error in an act of Assembly 
is an impossibility." Nevertheless cleri- 
cal errors do occur. A curious one very 
nearly crept into the act to incorjiorato 
the town of Milltown, N.B. Providing 
for the annual meeting, it said that 
it should be hold "on tho sec- 
ond Tuesday in January unless tho 
said second Tuesday in January bIuiII 
fall on Sunday, Christmas Day, New 
Year's Day, or Good Friday, in either of 
which cases it shall bo held on the third 
Tuesday." The error waa detected just 
before the act was sent in for the govern- 
or's aignature, and it was amended in 
both houses with a celerity that woi;ld 
have done credit to any lightning change 
artist in the world. 

In presentinir the return of the ex- 
penaea incurred In connection' with the 
loan of 1895 the Premier again laid em- 
l)haaia upon the importance of the fact 
of the motion having been permitted to 
paas not being conati ued into a prece- 
dent. The government were willing to 
give the house the information asked 
for, but tho liouee ought to guard very 
jealously ita righta in matters of this 
kind, and these extended far enough to 
j;ive it full control over tho jiro- 
vincial finances, and it ia not necessary 
to aak tho Lieutenant-Governor for in- 
formation regarding them. The tiouae 
can order the information to be fur- 
nished. 

The act for tbe incorporation and regu- 
lation of trading companiea, introduced 
by the AttorneyGeneral yesterday, con- 
tains 134 aectiona and a very copious ap- 
pendix in the form of schedules. Very 
many of tbe provisions aro new, aud aro 
based upon the Imperial Act, 53 and 54, 
Victoria, Cap. 02. 

Many of the questions asked in the 
house yestertlay atand over for to-day 
The information asked for is of such a 
character that it takes time to prepare 
it. Some of tho matters dealt witli in 
the questions would be moro appropri 
ately presented in the form of a motion 
for an address.

. MASTER AND SERVANT ACT. 

Provisions of tbe Bill Introduced Yesterday 
by the Attorney-General. 

The act respecting master and servant 
introduced by the Attorney-General yes- 
terday, in the legislative assembly, is an 
important piece of legislation, tliat will 
be of general interest. The principal 
sections of the act provide as follows : 

2. No voluntary contract of service or 
indentures entered into by any parties 
shall be binding on them, for a longer 
time than a term of nine years itotA the 
day of the date of such contract. 0, S. 
U. C, c. 7;;, s. 2. 

3. It shall be lawful in any trade, call- 
ing, business, or employment, lor an 
agreement to be entered into between 
the workman, servant, or other person 
employed, and the master or employer, 
by which agreement a defined share in 
t£e annual or other net profits or pro- 
ceeds of the trade or busaness carried on 
by such master or employer may be al 
lotted and paid to such workman, ser- 
vant, or person employed, in lieu of or in 
addition to his salary, wages or otiier 
remuneration; and sucli agreement 
shall not create any relation in the 
nature of iiartnership, or any rights or 
liabilities of co-partners, any rule of law 
to the contrary notwithstanding; and 
any person in whoso favor such agree- 
ment is made sliall have no right to ex- 
amine into the accounts, or interfere in 
any way in the management or concerns 
of the trade, calling, or business in which 
he is employed under the said agree- 
ment or otherwise; and any periodical 
or other statement or return by the em- 
ployer of the not profits or proceeds of 
the said trade, calling» business, or em- 
ployment, on which he declares and ap- 
propriates the share of profits payable 
under the said agreement, shall b'e'final 
and conclusive between the parties 
thereto, and all persons claiming under 
them respectively, and shall not he im- 
peachable upon any ground whatever. 

•1. Kvery agreement of the nature 
mentioned in the last preceding section 
shall be deemed to be within the provis- 
ions of this act, unless it purports to bo 
excepted therefrom, or this may other- 
wise be inferred. 

5. All agreements or bargains, verbal 
or'written, between masters and jour- 
neymen, or skilled laborers. In any 
trade, calling, or craft, or between mas- 
ters and servants and laborers, for the 
performance of any duties or service of 
whataoever nature, shall, whether the 
performance has been entered upon or 
not, be binding on each party for the due 
fulfilment thereof ; but a verbal agree- 
ment shall not exceed the term of one 
year. C.S.U.C., c. 75, s. 3, 

0. Ko tavern keeper or boarding-house 
keeper shall keep the wearing apparel of 
any servant or laborer in pledge for any 
expenses incurred to a greater amount 
than six dollars, and on payment or ten- 
der of such sum, or of any less sum due, 
such wearing apparel shall be immedi- 
ately given up, whatever he the amount 
due by such servant or laborer; but this 
is not to apply to other property of the 
servant or laborer. C. S. U. C.,c. 75, s. 0. 

7. If, after the termination of an en- 
gagement between master and servant, 
liny dispute arises between them in 
respect of the term of sucli t,-nga<;einent, 
or of any uwtter appertaining to it, the 
justice or justices of the peace who re- 
ceive the conii)laint ehall be bound to 
decide the matter in accordance with tlie 
provisions of this act, and as though tlie 
engaiiement between the parties still 
subsisted ; but proceedings must be 
taken witiiin one mouili alter tlie en- 
gagement has ceased. 

Section 8 provides that any written 
agreement or bargain made outside of 
B.C. for the performance of duties in 
B.C. it can be enforced within British 
Columbia similarly to a bargain made 
within the province. 

Section 0, 10, 11 and ]~ provide for the 
carrying out of tho act ; Huin niary pro- 
ceedings before justices of tlie peace l)e- 
ing provided, the amount of wages that 
can be sued for under the net being lim- 
ited to .$50. An appeal is provitied simi- 
lar to that in the " Summary Convic- 
tions Act."

A (juestion of general interest to come 
up at the meeting of the city council 
last night was the report of the special 
committee appointed last week to sug- 
gest some means of bringing about the 
building of an admiralty house ab Esqui- 
mau. The committee recommended that 
the Mayor be requested to appo-int a 
committee to consult with tho city bar 
rister and city solicitor for the purpose 
of asking the government to amend the 
Municipal Clauses act s6-as to give- the 
city such power as will enable it to ex- 
pend a certain sum outsido of the cor- 
porate limits with the objeot of provid- 
ing for the erection of a residence for 
the admiral of the Pacific fleet on this 
station, and also levy a special rate for 
this purpose.

Mr. Helmeken moved, Ecconded by 
Major Mutter, that owing to tlie de- 
preeaed condition of uRriculture, the 
question of the assesament of agricul- 
tural lands calls for the immediate at- 
tention of this parliament. 

In speaking to his motion Mr. Helme- 
ken said he did not mean to convey the 
idea that the government had not been 
alive to the agricultural interests, for he 
thought that they had shown themeelvea 
anxious to assist the farmers, as had 
been proved by the establishment of the 
bureau oL agriettltnre, but what he 
desired to get at, ivaa .that the farmers 
\rantied Bome protection' that would pre- 
vent their improvements being taxed up 
to a certain extent. It might be argued 
that under ttie present act the farmers 
had ample opportunity to appeal if they 
were assessed too high, but he would 
like to see the act amended so that they 
would not have the expense of taking an 
appeal. 

The Premier remarked that the reso- 
lution was a- very important one, but the 
gentleman who moved it had really 
answered the question himself. The 
duty of the usseaaor was, according to 
the law in force, to nssesa the land at the 
price it vould brisg in settle • 
ment of a jnat debt, and if 
the farmer was not ' Batisfled, he 
might appeal. Tbie appeal did not 
necessitate the retention of a solicitor 
for many of the farmers conducted their 
own appeals. The government did not 
■wish to over-tax the farmer, but to 
relievo him from taxation as mucli as 
})oasiblo. The question brought up as to 
the exemption o[ improvements was an 
important one and had already been 
taken into cjnsideration to a large ex- 
tent, for the practice was to tax im- 
provements as lightly as possible. At 
the same time the resolution was well 
■worthy of cousideration and he would be 
very happy to vote for it. 

The resolution was carried. 

Mr. Helmeken moved, aeconded bv 
Major Mutter, for a return sbow- 
inp; all transactionB' of the pro- 
vincial government with any person or 
persons, company or companies, with re- 
bpect to the "Creameries Act, 1895 ' ; said 
returns to furnish (a), the names of all 
})er8ons or companies to whom or 
which aid has been extended; (b), 
amount of eaidaid; (e), location of any 
such creamery. 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. Macpherson moved, seconded by 
Mr, Kidd: That this house is of opin- 
ion that the authority conferred upon 
the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
"Works to sell lands should not apply to 
lands upon the sea coast and navigable 
arms, inlets and rivers as far as navig- 
able, as it is impossible at present to 
say what portions of said lands may in 
future be required for fishing stations, 
and that no applications already made 
for which crown grants have not been 
issued should be granted, but that leases 
be granted in lieu thereof, unless the ap- 
plicants already have lease, in which 
case their applications for crown grants 
should be cancelled. 

The debate on the resolution was ad- 
journed for a day. 

Mr. ^elmcken moved,' seconded by 
Mr. Haff for copies of the case submit- 
ted to the Full court in the follow- 
ing matters : The Small Debts Act, 
1895; the Coal Mines liegulation Amend- 
ment Act, 1890, to^'ether with the 
judgments delivered therein resiiective- 
ly." 

The Attorney-General had no objec- 
tion to the motion, whii h w;ib c^u rieu. 

Mr. Kennedy movid, eeronded by Mr. 
Forsier, for a returu of all correspond- 
ence with the Dominion government re- 
sulting from the motion of Feb. 14, ISOfi, 
respecting the quarantine regulations at 
William Head. Carried. 

Mr. Hume moved, seconded by Mr. 
Kennedy, for a return showing the 
number of land transactions in West 
Kootenay for the year 1896.' 

Mr. Hume explained that the reason he 
made this motion was to show tne num- 
• her of transfers of land in West Koote- 
nay, in eupnort of the desire there for a 
land regiatry oflice. 
Tlie premier was afraid that this reso 



" The same ai to the colonists at Bella 
Coola, viz,, a lease for five years rent 
free, and a free grant of 100 acres at the 
end of that time, provided If5 per acre 
irapravementa are made on the lands, 
and not less than thirty settlers to com- 
mence the colony, each settler to have 
$300 cash (or its eciuivulont) of his own." 

Mr. Graham asked the Provincial 
Secretary ; " la it the intention of the 
government to rescind or alter the con- 
ditions contained in sub-section (11), 
section 31, of the ' British Columbia 
Railway Act,' so that the government 
may have a greater degree of control 
over • railway rates than they, have 
hitherto had?" 

The Provincial Secretary — " The ques- 
tion is now under consideration." '' 

Mr. Graham asked tlie Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lauds and Works: "How 
many applications were made for coal 
lands in the vicinity of White lake, 
near Fairview'.' Also, how many appli- 
cations for similar lands on Rock creek, 
near Osoyooa? Upon what date or 
dates ware these applii;ationg made'.' 
What reason was assigned for the re- 
fusal of these applications?" 

Tlie Provincial Secretary replied as 
follows: "Nina applications in the 
vicinity of Rock creek were made, dated 
May 25, 1S9G, and one in the vicinity of 
White lake, dated May 28, '189U. _ The 
applications were received in 'Victoria 
June 15 and July 2. They were 
refused on the ground that following 
the reasoning of tiie Supreme Court of 
Canada in the Fartvell case the publica- 
tion by the applicants of a notici; of 
their intention to apply for n coal pros- 
pecting license confers upon them no 
mimeciiate right, and the laud in respect 
of wiiich the applications are all made 
having been included in a railway re- 
servo (made under special statutory au- 
thority before the receipt by the Chief 
Commissioner of the applications for 
licenses) are not any loiiger laud held by 
the crown lor the benefit of the prov- 
ince." 

The Attorney-Oeneral in _moving the 
second reading of the act to amend the 
Co-operative Associations' Act, ICOU, 
stated that it was for the purpose of re- 
pealing sub-section 7 of section 17. This 
section provided among other tilings for 
a penalty clause, which the Minister of 
Justice, Sir Oliver Mowat, feared might 
aflect the subject of criminal law that 
came under the powers of the Dominion, 
and recommended that the province 
should reconsider the section with a 
view to its repeal. 

The second reading was passed with- 
out debate. 

Hon. Mr. Turner in bringing down the 
returns asked for by Mr. Helmeken in 
respect to the expenses of floating the 
loan of 1895, said that while not object- 
ing to the motion he was of opinion that 
the order should have been by an order 
of the house and not by a motion ot a 
private member. Oneortwo items, as 
for instance, the names of tlio subscrib- 
ers were not brought down, but could bo 
seen at the linauco department. The 
subscribers objected to their names be- 
ing published and it was never done by 
other provinces. 

Mr. Sword inquired if the prospec- 
tuses were included, and to this Hon. 
Mr, Turner replie'd that they had been 
brought down last session and laid before 
the members and in Bome way had been 
lost in the house. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts introduced "An 
Act Bespecting Master and Servant;" 
also " An Act for the Incorporation and 
Regulation of Trading Companies." The 
second reading of the first mentioned 
was fixed for to-day and of the other on 
Wednesday. 

A measace was received from His 
Honor the Lieatenant-Governor lor the 
consideration of the legislature correct- 
ing an ambiguity suppoeed to cxifit in 
the British Columbia Southern Railway 
Act. by strikinir out; the letter " C " 
and addin;: the word "and" between 
"A"and"]j." TLo effecit will be to 
make plain that tho company's land 
grant only exteude from the eastern 
boundary of the province to Kootenay 
Lake, and does not eztendover that por- 
tion of the line running to the coast. 

The announcement was made that the 
private bills committee sit to-day at 10 
a.m. Mr. Booth was placed on thecom- 
mittee as a substitute for Mr. Hunter, 
and Mr. Sword as a substitute for Mr. 
Williams. 

Adjournment WM reached shortly be- 
fore 4 o'clock.

JOINT STOCK COMPANIES. 

To Tin: Editor : — It is now certain 
that the government; at Victoria will 
shortly bring in a bill to amend the com' 
panics' acts, and from the speeches in 
the liouse it ia pretty plainly indicated 
what the objects of this bill will bo. 
confess that a year ago I was not in favor 
of the present mode of forming compan- 
ies, with a large number of sharea'and 
the creation of treasury stock, but hav- 
ing given the matter the best attention 
that I can I have come to a contrary con 
elusion. It is certain that a vast amount 
of money lias been raised and work done 
in the province which would not have 
been raised and done if any other system 
had been adopted. 

Having had a large experience of 
tho working of joint stock companies in 
England, I feel quite sure that if the 
English system had been adopted the 
development of mining iu this province 
would now be far beh[nd what it is to- 
day. To require 10 per cent, of the cap- 
ital to bo paid up before any operations 
are begun is what isnotre(]iiired in Eng- 
land, and it adopted here it will have 
the ed'oct of patting a great damper on 
mining. Any such system will eiTec- 
tuidly shut out all small people and 
merely play into the hands of the rich. 
This province belongs to the people iu it 
and should not lie taken from them. 

There is nothing in the present law to 
prevent any cajiitalists from adopting 
the iMiglish acta if they please. But it 
should be borne in mind thnt with all 
the approved safety of the lOnglisli acts 
there have been such frauds as the Bal- 
four group of companies. Mining in this 
province has been going ahead in good 
style, and I for one protest against any 
tinkering with the law so as to tlirow a 
wet blanket over tho chief industry of 
the province. In some particulars the 
law may perhaps be amended, but we do 
not want too much grandmother's gov 
eriiment. • E.N.

Tlio Assistant Attorney General of Tilon- 
tana, on llusiuess and I'oHtlcs. 

A question I am often asked is how it 
is that I, a woman, can earn $10,000 

fees wlien so many of my sex, who are 
highly educated and onergotic, aro un- 
able to earn a living and aro being sup- 
ported by others. People woudor if I 
i\m not different from other women, if 
tny temperament and mentality ore not 
nniLsual. I do not thinls so. For the in- 
formation of those and others who may 
take nil interest in tho career of a woman 
who' lias matlo Bomotliing of a success in 
life I will Rivo some of tho outlines of 
my boginuing.s. As a girl I hud an am- 
bition to acquire kuowledgo for its owu 
e:UvO. Dissatisfied with tho ednoatiou 
which I obtained in my country homo, 
I commenced the study of Greek while 
teaching a littlo country school up 
timoiig tlio hills of New Hampshire. I 
fitted for college under great disadvau- 
^ges, bat was able finally to enter Bates 
college at Lewiston, Me., in 1B80. I 
paid my way through that institution, 
graduating with honor four years later, 
with tho degree of B. A, 

However, tho study and tlio work 
necessary to secnro tho funds to pay the 
cxpeiifies of tiie course had broken down 
my hcaltii, and I was ill witli nervous 
prostration for nearly a year and a half. 

Convinced that a knowledge of law 
would be of great service to one in at- 
tending to one's owu business affairs, 1 
borrowed lawbooks and read them at first 
with this end only in view. Gradually, 
liowevcr, I beciinio more and more ab- 
sorbed in tiio study, and having obtained 
catalogues from the great law schools I 
took a rognlar course of reading.-^ My 
funds failed me about this time, and I 
accepted a position as professor of rhet- 
oric and elocution in an Iowa normal 
college. Three ymirn later I came to 
Helena, where I continued to teach. In- 
stead of a vacation, I spent my suminer 
in a law olHco, and that decided mo in 

Rolecting my career. Resigning my po- 
sition, I was soon able to pass my exam- 
ination and was admitted to the bar. 

Hero arose an obstacle, however, which 
taxed my best elTorts to surmount. 
Women were not allowed to practices 
and I introducod and worked for a bill 
whioh after great opposition was passed, 
and I was permitted to put np my sign 
and appear in court as a full fiedgod at- 
torney at law. I was tho first and am 
the only woman lawyer in 2\Ioutaiia. J 
have been nnnsTiully successful in my 
profession and have earned largo fees. 
Whether I received the largest feo over 
paid a woman lawyer I do not know. 
Onu was of if 10,000, and otliers wore in 
the. form of mining property tho valuta of 
wliich 1 cannot give, but which is un- 
doubtedly very valuable. In politics, 
wliilo I luivo never sought ofTico, I have 
received rtisliuctioii. Four years ago 1 
was nominated on tiie Populist ti(;l;et 
for attorney genera), and it was lliree 
weolcs after tlio oloctiou before it was 
known whioli candidate had been suc- 
cessful. i^Iy fiuccossful opponent ap 
pointed nio his assistant, and I liave 
held the ofiici; ever since. Tlie general 
and I wore married a littlo over a year 
ago. No such outcome of the matter 
was contemplated hy either of us at the 
tinu! of my appointment, I am sure. 

This ycnir I was elected a delcj^ate 
to tho Popul'ist convention at St. Louis, 
being tho first woman ever so honored 
in Moiituua. I ani also n fhembcr of the 
imlional coniniittee. In answer to nu- 
merous re(ii.e.sl,H for advice on the Hub- 
jcct, I will say that I think tliat tho vo- 
cation of law is a good one for women 
who are willing to -worlc early anil late 
in tho iiiteresta of thcirclioiits, and who 
will give attention to details, uo matter 
how unimportant they may seem to bo. 
A VMiiian taking uji tiu! profession of 
liUv shoulcl liavo a logical and reasoiiinjj 
mind. Shu.tiliould huveagoodeducatitii/ 
and should havo already iearne~d the In- 
dispensable lesson of how to ooilcentratr 
tlu! entire mind force on tho work ii: 
liaud. She slunild also piisscss a good 
sliaro of sound common sonse. 

With these ; qualifications a woman 
sliould succeed in law ns well as a man, 
but when wo think of tlio great inimber 
of men who never atlaiii hui^cosh we 
must not bo surprised if women, bright 
and. qlover though they .may be, ebonld 
alsolail.'

TEXADA ISLAND MINES. 

Operations of Considerable Magnitude Un- 
der VJeorons Prosecution— Some 
Prominent Properties. ■ 

[From the Nanalmo Free Press.l 

Mr. A. Dick, Inspector of Mines, re- 
turned yesterday from an ofBcial trip to 
some of the leading properties on Texada 
Island. Mr. Dick, accompanied by two 
or three others, started from the Iron 
mine about 9 o'clock on Thursday morn- 
inp, and having passed thiB Lorlndale. 
and Nutcracker, neither of which are 
working at present, visited ' Mr. A. 
Rapor's Victoria, where a shaft is now 
down 70 feet on the ledge. Nine men 
are working at thia mine, and every- 
tliiup ia looking well, (iuite a settle- 
ment of cabins and other buildinpa has 
already risen on thia property and the 
place has quite an air of activity. 

I'Votn the Victoria the party crossed to 
the Raven, on the Northeast coast of the 
island, and only a sliort distance from 
salt water. Tlio liaveii is a compara- 
tively new property but promieea mucli. 
In ttie way of development there ia one 
tunnel in GU feet and another in 1 10 feet, 
neither of whicii, however, tap the ledge. 
A shaft ia down 14 feet on the ledy'o, 
which is 9. feet wide« with strikingly de- 
fined walls. Work isgoing ahead rapidly 
on this property, which is one of the 
most promising on the island. The ore, 
though of a dillerent character than the 
Van Anda ami containing less copper, 
compares very favorably with the ore 
from that property. 

The Van Anda, which ia near the north 
end of the ishmd and about two niileg 
from the Ixavon, was vi-sited last. This 
property is being conatantly improved 
by the bringing in of new appliances 
and the building of roads and buildings. 
A large bj^rding bouse has recently been 
erected at the mine, and the hoist and 
pumps are worked by steam. Work is 
Koingon constantly and shipments are 
being made frequently. A largo ship- 
ment is expected down by the City of 
Xanaimonext week. 

The party were met by the boat near 
the Van Anda mine, and from there re- 
turned to Union.

Business Concluded, the Session 
Closes With a Banquet at 
the Poodle Dog. 



At the Victoria city hall .yesterday af- 
ternoon, the Association of Provincial 
Land Surveyors of British Columbia 
held their sixth annual meeting, dispos- 
ing of the business of the year with little, 
waste of time and afterwai'ds employing 
several hours in the consideration of 
technical subjects of great importance to 
the profession though of litth interest to 
the many who make up the " general 
public." Mr. James V. Garden, the 
169G president, occupied the chair until 
the annual election of oflicors bad result- 
ed in the choice of Mr. A. 
S. Farwell, of Nelson, as his 
successor, associated Witli Mr. Far- 
well as the association's ofUcers of 
1897, being : Mr. H. T. Twigge, of New 
Denver, vice-president; Mr, James Mc- 
CJregor, of Victoria, secretary-treasurer; 
and Messrs. T. S. Gore, Victoria i H. M. 
Burwell, Vancouver; and E. B. Her- 
nion, Vancouver, executive committee. 

General business was for the most 
part completed i)rior to the noon ad- 
journment. Al'terwarda Stirveyor-Lien- 
eralTom Kains read a highly iiiHtructive 
paper with reference to tlio [iroper 
method of preparing returns for the 
landa aiul works department — including 
the interpretation of jiortiona of the 
Mineral act applying directly to tliose 
employed on survey work— a subject 
upon which no one in British Columbia 
ia better informed than himself. 

This was followed wilh au address, or 
rather an informal, practical talk upon 
underground surveying in connection 
w ith mines, by the provincial mineral- 
ogist, Mr. W. A. Carlyle, who in the 
course of his remarks dealt at length 
with the best and most modern instru- 
ments available for this new and inter- 
esting branch of tiie surveyor's work, so 
radically diUerent from the more com- 
mon and more generally understood de- 
])artnienta of the profession. 

DiecuBsion took place on each of these 
address, and reporta were also presented 
and debated in respect to the applica- 
tion of certain parts of the Jliiieral Act, 
and the preparation of instructions for 
surveyors at the Lands and Works o^ce 
— these matters and their disposition 
taking up the afternoon. 

In the evening the vearly reunion, 
which is BO cbaracteristlo ana pleasing a 
feature of the annual meeting, was held 
at the Poodle DoK. whose proprietors did 
everything possible to make the banquet 
a credit to the old-established house and 
a source of satisfaction to the banquet- 
ers. The company was a distinguished 
and a merry one, and with toast and 
song and sentiment the hours ciinie all 
too ijuickly that brought the aixth 
annual meeting to a close. 

The toast card was itEcli a model of 
originality and good humor, especially 
applicable to the occasion. It was ds- 
signed by Mr. Mackay, who had sur- 
rounded the customary information as to 
toast, proposer and maker of response, 
with a little end-of-the-century sugges- 
tion.
